REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
the arguments are not persuasive. Regarding applicant's arguments that there are disctinct elements in Kondo being read as a 
single element, all parts of member 62 are fixed. This makes it one fixed portion. Similarly, a moveable portion can have multiple 
parts. The parts are not "distinct" but rather are joined together to serve as a moveable unit. With regards to the arguments 
concerning the amendments, these arguments are moot, as the amendment is not being entered. With regards to the members 
42 and 44 not being able to move towards each other, as explained in the Final Rejection, the claim does not recite that the 
movement must be from the rest position to the transitional position. The spring would be compressing when moving from said 
transitional position to said resting position. With regards to Frvfe. applicant argues that the plate cannot move left, and further 
that to have it move left it requires that the starting position be changed. However, the disks can moved right, and then back to 
the left, wtihout requiring a change in starting position. Regarding applicant's arguments that Sridhara does not teach that the 
sleeve 51 is for attachment to a structure, applicant is not positively reciting the structure. Rather, the sleeve has to be capable 
of being mounted to a structure. Here, the sleeve is capable of being mounted. As the appliant is not claiming a combination 
claim, the limitation is met. .
